FOLLOWING POINTS BE CONVEYED TO PERM MEMBERS: 

A. DRAFT DELIBERATELY CONTAINS ONLY LIMITED REFERENCE TO 
RES 242 BECAUSE OF CHINESE POSITION. IF OTHERS FEEL STRONGLY, 
NON-ALIGNED PREPARED TO MAKE MORE SUBSTANTIVE REFERENCE; 

B. OPENING WORDS OF FIRST THREE OPERATIVE PARAGRAPHS (DEEPLY 
REGRETS, CONDEMNS, EXPRESSES), ARE "BALANCED"; IF ONE 

IS CHANGED THEN ALL THREE MUST BE CHANGED; 

C. ALL EIGHT NON-ALIGNED FEEL THAT JARRING MEMO MUST BE 
REFERRED TO IN RES. NON-ALIGNED WOULD BE PREPARED, HOWEVER,

TO CONSIDER A "LESS OBVIOUS"' REFERENCE TO IT; 
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D. US SHOULD NOTE THAT DRAFT INCORPORATES FIVE "MAJOR" 

CONCESSIONS; (I) NO CALL FOR WITHDRAWAL; (II) NO 

UPSETTING OF RES 242 BY SELECTIVE QUOTATION; (III) NO 

SPELLING OUT OF WHAT IS MEANT BY "RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIAN 

PEOPLE"; (IV) NO INDICATION THAT SECURITY COUNCIL'S ROLE 

IS FINISHED-(UK UNCLEAR ABOUT MEANING); (V) RES 

OPENS WAY FOR SYG ACTION. (SEN COMMENTED TO WESTON THAT INDIA,

3. NON-ALIGNED ASKED UK TO INFORM PERM MEMBERS THAT NON- 
ALIGNED PREPARED TO RECEIVE REACTION DIRECTLY TO SEN OR 
MOJSOV OR THROUGH SC PRESIDENT. (WESTON SAID. HOWEVER, THAT 
CROWE HAD INFORMED NON-ALIGNED THAT HE IS NOT PREPARED TO 
CONVEY COMMENTS FROM ANY PERM MEMBERS TO SPONSORS OF RES.) 

4. SEN SAID THAT PERM MEMBERS SHOULD REGARD CONCEPTS AS "MINIMAL" 
BUT NOT LANGUAGE, THAT RESOLUTION'S CONCEPTS MUST NOT DISAPPEAR. 
NON-ALIGNED REGARD DRAFT GENERALLY AS MINIMAL AND WOULD NOT 
SUPPORT ANY RES THAT IS MORE LIMITED. SEN SAID THAT IF THERE 

IS A VETO AND A COUNTER DRAFT TABLED THEN LATTER WOULD NOT BE 
SUPPORTED BY THE NON-ALIGNED.

JUL 23. 

6. TEXT FOLLOWS: 

QUOTE THE SECURITY COUNCIL 

HAVING EXAMINED COMPREHENSIVELY THE CURRENT 
SITUATION IN THE MIDDLE EAST, 

HAVING HEARD IN THIS CONTEXT THE STATEMENTS OF THE 

PARTICIPANTS INCLUDING FOREIGN MINISTERS OF 

EMPHASIZING ITS PRIMARY RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE 
MAINTENANCE OF INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY, 

BEARING IN MIND THAT ALL MEMBERS OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS ARE COMMTTED TO ACCEPT AND IMPLEMENT THE DECISIONS 
OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS 
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OF THE CHARTER, 

CONSCIOUS THAT THE LEGITIMATE RIGHTS OF THE 
PALESTINIAN PEOPLE HAVE TO BE SAFEGUARDED, 

TAKING NOTE OF THE REPORT OF THE SECRETARY-GENERAL 

(S/10929) WHICH INCLUDES AN ACCOUNT OF OBJECTIVE AND DETERMINED 

EFFORTS OF HIS SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE SINCE 1967, 

DEEPLY REGRETS THAT THE SECRETARY-GENERAL WAS UNABLE 
TO REPORT ANY SIGNIFICANT PROGRESS BY HIM OR BY HIS SPECIAL 
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REPRESENTATIVE IN CARRYING OUT THE TERMS OF THE RESOLUTION 
242 OF 22 NOVEMBER 1967, 

CONDEMNS ISRAEL S CONTINUING OCCUPATION OF THE 
TERRITORIES OF THE 3 MEMBER-STATES IN CONTRAVENTION OF ITS 
OBLIGATIONS UNDER THE CHARTER AND OF COUNCIL S RESOLUTIONS 
ON THE SUBJECT, 

EXPRESSES SERIOUS CONCERN AT ISRAEL'S LACK OF 
COOPERATION WITH THE SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE OF THE 
SECRETARY-GENERAL AND PARTICULARLY ITS FAILURE TO RESPOND 
TO HIS INITIATIVES, WHICH WERE TAKEN IN CONFORMITY WITH HIS 
MANDATE AND WHICH ARE CONTAINED IN HIS MEMORANDUM OF 
22 FEBRUARY 1971. 

EXPRESSES ITS CONVICTION THAT A JUST AND PEACEFUL

REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL AND HIS SPECIAL 
REPRESENTATIVE TO RESUME AND TO PURSUE THEIR EFFORTS TO BRING 
ABOUT A SOLUTION OF ALL ASPECTS OF THE MIDDLE EAST PROBLEM. 

DECIDES TO AFFORD THE SECRETARY-GENERAL AND HIS 
SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE ALL SUPPORT AND ASSISTANCE FOR THE 
DISCHARGE OF THEIR RESPONSIBILITIES. 

CALLS UPON ALL PARTIES CONCERNED TO EXTEND FULL- 
COOPERATION TO THE SECRETARY-GENERAL AND HIS SPECIAL 
REPRESENTATIVE. 

DECIDES TO MEET AGAIN URGENTLY SHOULD OBSTRUCTIONS TO 
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ITS DECISIONS CONTINUE. UNQUOTE.
